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100 YEARS OF THE BRITISH MOTOR INDUSTRY 
Britain’s motor industry 
is celebrating its 
centenary this year, 
marking 100 years since 
Daimler of Coventry - the 
first company organised 
to build motor cars in this country and now part of the 
worldwide Ford family - was incorporated on 14 January 1896. 
Though the company had originated as the Daimler Motor 
Syndicate in 1893, importing German-built Daimler engines, 
when it came to cars it took nothing from Gottlieb Daimler but 
his name, abandoning his already obsolete horseless carriage 


designs long before it began production. 


The first Coventry Daimler was still unfinished when, on 14 
November 1896 the Motor-Car Club held a commemorative run 
from London to Brighton to celebrate the raising of the speed 
limit from 4 mph with a man walking ahead to a heady 12 mph, 
an event celebrated each year by the Veteran Car Run for pre- 


1905 automobiles. 


The year 1896 was also significant for Henry Ford, then working 
as an engineer with the Edison Illuminating Company of Detroit: 
after experimenting with an internal combustion engine, he 


completed his first car - the “Quadracycle” - in June. 


The following year Frederick R.Simms founded the Automobile 
Club (which became the Royal Automobile Club in 1907) with the 
aim of creating a motorists’ organisation free of trade influence. 
However, the movement made slow progress until the secretary 
of the Automobile Club, Claude Johnson, organised a 1000-Mile 
Trial in the spring of 1900 to 
demonstrate the reliability 
and efficiency of the motor 
car: at that time there were 
still many who had never 
even seen a car. The trial 
passed through the major 
cities of England and 


Scotland and surprisingly few 


of the 67 competitors retired.

Another boost to the cause of motoring came when the Prince 
of Wales - soon to become King Edward VII - ordered his first 
car, a Daimler, in 1900; for many years Daimlers were the 
favourite cars of the Royal family, which has bought around 100 


of them in the intervening 96 years. 


Progress was breathtakingly rapid in the early days, and the 12 mph 
limit Soon became a snail's pace: cars like the 60 hp Mercedes 


— the McLaren of !ts day - were capable of 85 mph or more. 


On the Continent racing was even permitted on the public 
highway, but this was always illegal in Britain, and enthusiasts had to wait until 1907, 
when the world’s first purpose-built motor racing circuit opened at Brooklands in Surrey, 


before they could witness the exciting spectacle of racing cars in action on the track. 


In 1904 the speed limit was grudgingly raised to 20 mph, in return for which cars had, 


for the first time, to carry number plates. 


In the early days: there were several London shows annually - plus several provincial 
exhibitions - all claiming to be fully representative of the industry. Indeed, it was at the 
Agricultural Hall Show in Islington that the Ford “Silent Petrol Car” was first seen in 
England in March 1904. Its debut was modest: a mere 12 Fords found buyers in 


1904-5; the first customer reputedly owned a home for wealthy lunatics in Liverpool. 


It was to regulate the trade that Frederick Simms organised 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers & Traders in 1902. 
Soon the SMMT show became the official London 


exhibition and the other shows faded away. 


The importance of the SMMT exhibition was underlined in 
1908 when Henry Ford chose it for the world debut of his 
new “universal car’, the Model T, with which he intended to 


bring motoring to the masses. 


Popular demand for the freedom that the car brought from the restrictions of public 
transport was unstoppable, and while the wealthy were still buying large and costly 
models like the Rolls-Royce “Silver Ghost”, from 1910 an increasing number of 
manufacturers brought out modestly-priced “big cars in miniature”. However, the market 
leader was Ford, which opened its first British factory at Manchester in 1911 and by 1914 
was outselling the combined total of the next five biggest British manufacturers, thanks to 
the recent introduction of Europe’s first moving production line. There were 132,000 cars 


on the roads of Britain that year, and they paid £1.1 million in vehicle and fuel tax. 


One great benefit brought by the increasing use of the motor vehicle was a huge 
reduction in disease and pollution as horse-drawn traffic vanished from the roads: no 


longer were crossing sweepers needed to clear a path for pedestrians through the 


thousands of tons of equine “exhaust emissions” that had landed on Victorian streets daily.

V12 Rolls-Royce 
aero-engine. 
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Demand for motor cars increased dramatically after the 
Great War, the first international conflict in which the 


internal combustion engine had played a significant role. 


Though the 20 mph limit remained in force, It was largely 
ignored, and the 1920s were a golden age for British sports 
cars, with the Bentley achieving international fame and glory by winning the world’s 


most famous endurance event - the Le Mans 24-Hour race - five times. 


But these were testing times for Ford: a new taxation system based on cylinder bore 
took the low-priced Model T into the same road tax bracket as a 20 hp Rolls-Royce or 
Bentley, and seriously affected its sales. Consequently the smaller-engined Morris 
overtook Ford as Britain’s best-seller in 1924, though Ford expressed its faith in the 
future by buying some 300 acres of Thames-side marshland at Dagenham in Essex as 


the site for a huge new factory. 


More vehicles on the roads meant increasing regulation: traffic lignts and one-way 
gyratory systems made their debut in the late 1920s, and third-party insurance 
became compulsory in 1930. However, the blanket 20 mph limit was at last abolished 
the same year, and there were no speed limits at all until 1935, when a 30 mph limit 
was introduced in built-up areas. Oddly enough, speedometers didn’t become a legal 


requirement until 1937... 


When it came to absolute speed, Britain was the world leader, nevertheless: the Land 

Speed Record was a virtual British monopoly between the wars, with two Britons - Sir 

Henry Segrave and Sir Malcolm Campbell - vying for supremacy at the wheels of their 
giant racers. Segrave was killed in an attempt on the ultimate water 
speed record in 1930, but Campbell's mighty aero-engined Blue 
Bird pushed the record past 300 mph for the first time in 1935. 


Ford’s Dagenham factory opened in October 1931, when the 
great Depression was at its worst. Only five Model A cars were 
sold in the first three months, and desperate measures were 
called for. Working round the clock, Ford and his engineers 
developed the remarkable 933cc Ford Model Y - the smallest car 
his company had ever built - between October 1931 and February 1932: it went into 
production that August and gave Ford leadership in the vital 8 hp taxation class. AS 
other companies responded with rival models, Ford pulled off a master stroke in 
October 1935 by cutting the price of the Model Y Popular to just £100, the first and 
only time a fully-equipped family saloon had been offered at such a price. With 
splendid independence, Ford organised its own motor show in the 1920s and 1930s, 
only rejoining the SMMT exhibition when it was held for the first time in the new Earls 
Court building in 1937.

Though driving licences had been issued since 1904, driving tests didn't 
become compulsory until 1935, when the number of cars in use passed 


1.5 million for the first time. 


Morris, the first British manufacturer to build a million cars, reached 
this milestone in June 1939. Ford built its millionth British vehicle in 


1942 while Austin reached the magic million in June 1946. 


World War Two had seen Britain’s motor manufacturers switch over to the 


production of military vehicles, aircraft and armaments. Ford played a key role. 


Not only was Dagenham turning out everything from mobile canteens to Bren at :

Petrol rationing, introduced on 16 September 1939, shortly after the outbreak of war, at Dagenham. 


was retained by Britain’s postwar Labour government (which disliked “pleasure 
motoring”) until 26 May 1950. 


Against this gloomy background, two of Britain’s most successful postwar models made 
their debut at the 1948 London Motor Show. The Jaguar XK120 sports car, a limited- 
edition model publicising the new XK twin overhead camshaft six-cylinder engine, proved 
to be the star of the show and went into quantity production. And the first British car to 


sell over a million units was the Issigonis-designed Morris Minor unveiled at Earls Court. 


The horsepower tax was abolished in favour of a flat rate tax on 
new cars in 1946. The first cars to take advantage of this 
change in the law were the new Ford Consul Four and Zephyr 
Six of 1950. These thoroughly modern models made motoring 
history by introducing MacPherson Strut front Suspension, now 


an industry standard. 


Paradoxically, Ford’s return to the number one position in British 
sales stemmed from the merger in 1951 of its chief rivals Morris 
and Austin to form the British Motor Corporation, with 40 per cent of British sales: BMC 


failed to rationalise and the result was a steady decline in its sales advantage. 


One major fault was complacent management: when BMC introduced the ingenious 
Mini with its transverse engine and front-wheel drive in 1959, the project had been 
badly costed. Ford, which brought out the 105E Anglia at the same time, analysed the 
manufacturing costs of the Mini and found that it cost almost as much to make as the 
Anglia but sold for £80 less. It took something like 30 years for the Mini to make any 
profit. There were now over 14 million vehicles on the roads of Britain, and legislation 
continued to crowd in upon the motorist: Britain’s first conviction for speeding in a 
radar trap came in August 1959, while Ministry of Transport roadworthiness tests for 


cars over ten years old were introduced in September 1960.

At the same time there was a growing interest in the history of motoring. In 1952 the 
Montagu Motor Museum was founded at Beaulieu, Hampshire, by Lord Montagu with 
just five cars displayed in the entrance hall of his ancestral home, Palace House. Within 
a decade it had over 100 vehicles in a purpose-built museum, and in 1972 moved into 


its present building. 


After many decades of delay, Britain’s first motorway, the Preston by-pass, opened in 
December 1958 and the first section of the M1 (first planned in the 1920s) opened in 
1959. At first there was no upper speed limit on the motorways, 
but a blanket 70 mph speed limit imposed on 1 January 1967 


included them. 


In 1962 Ford launched a new family car, the Cortina, which 
pioneered the use of aircraft-type body stress calculations to 
combine strength and lightness: it sold over a million before it was 
replaced in 1966 by the Mk II version, which in 1967 became 
Britain’s best- selling car. The climate seemed set fair, but the fuel 
shock of the mid-1970s saw a sharp rise in fuel prices and 
increasing emphasis on economy, to which Ford responded 
with the front-wheel driven Fiesta, which became available on 
the British market early in 1977, the year in which Ford became 
market leader in cars and commercial vehicles, a position it has 


maintained ever since. 


The 1980s brought stylish new Fords with aerodynamic lines - a 
new front-wheel driven Escort, the Sierra, the Granada - to 
maintain the company’s market leadership. This was also the decade which saw the 
opening of the world’s longest urban ring road - the 120-mile M25 London Orbital 
Motorway - on 29 October 1986. 


In the latter part of the decade Ford acquired two of the proudest names in the British 
motor industry, Aston Martin and Jaguar. These were mergers which benefited all 
parties: the classic models which are now appearing - the latest Jaguar XJ saloons 
and XK8 sports car and the exquisite Aston Martin DB7 - could not have been 


achieved without the strength of Ford behind their makers. 


There were maybe a dozen cars on the roads of Britain when the motor industry 
began: 100 years later there are some 20 million vehicles registered in this country, yet 
our roads are the safest in the European Community - safer, indeed, than at any time 


since records began in 1926. 


Ford has been part of the British scene for over 90 years, and building cars here since 
1911. No other company has made so great a contribution to the British economy or 
invests So much in research and development in this country. We look back with pride 


in our past and forward with confidence to the second century of the motor industry.

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Motorsport 
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Ford’s commitment to motor sport dates 
back to the early 1900s, when Henry 
Ford used a victory in his first race to 
draw attention to his fledgling car 
company. Today, Ford has the most 
active motor sport programme in the 
world, and is the only motor 
manufacturer involved in what are 
generally considered the world’s four top 
racing series — the FIA Formula One 
World Championship, the NASCAR 
Winston Cup, the PPG IndyCar World 
Series and the FIA World Rally 
Championship. 


In Formula One, 1996 heralds the arrival 
of the new Ford Zetec-R V10 engine 
which will power the Red Bull Sauber 
Fords of Heinz-Harald Frentzen and 
Johnny Herbert. The Ford Cosworth XD 
engine also debuts this year, replacing 
the powerplant which rocketed Jacques 
Villeneuve and Nigel Mansell to PPG
